Your RadioShack 2 Way VHS Video Cas- 
sette Rewinder is speciaiiy designed to re- 
wind or fast-forward VHS video cassettes 
without using your VCR. This reduces motor 
and tape mechanism wear on your VCR. 


inserting the piug, turn it over and rein- 
sert it. 

2. Press STOP/EJECT to open the cassette 
compartment.

OPERATION 

Caution: Do not remove a video cassette 
whiie it is rewinding. 

1. Piug the power cord into a standard 
120V AC outiet. This power cord has a 
poiarized plug. If you have difficulty 


3. Position the cassette with its label facing 
up and the spine facing toward you. 
Gently insert it into the compartment. 

4. Press ◄◄ REW or F.F. ►► to select 
the winding direction. 

Notes: 

• Closing the compartment activates 
the rewinder. Always select the wind- 
ing direction before closing the com- 
partment. 

• The STOP/EJECT button does not dis- 
engage the fast forward or rewind 
mode; pressing it stops the rewinder 
and pops up the compartment. 

5. Close the compartment by pressing it 
down until it locks into place. The wind- 
ing indicator lights and the cassette 
starts winding according to the preset 
winding direction. The digit counter runs 
as the cassette winds. 

Notes: 

• Be sure you press the compartment 
down completely so it is fully 
engaged. If the compartment does 
not close securely, the rewinder will 
disengage and the compartment will 
pop up. 

• To wind the cassette to a desired 
point, use the digit counter as a 
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guide. Press the digit counter button to 
reset the oounter to 000. 

6. To wind the cassette compieteiy, iet the 
rewinder wind the cassette to the end. 
Then the compartment pops up automati- 
caiiy. it takes about four minutes to com- 
pieteiy rewind a T-120 oassette. 

Press STOP/EJECT to stop rewinding or 
fast forwarding the cassette before it has 
finished rewinding. The rewinder stops 
and the compartment pops up. 

7. To remove the video cassette, grasp the 
cassette on each end and puii it out. Be 
sure to ciose the compartment to prevent 
dust from getting into the rewinder. 


CARE 

Keep the rewinder dry; if it gets wet, wipe it 
dry immediateiy. Use and store the rewinder 
oniy in normai temperature environments. 
Handie the rewinder carefuiiy; do not drop it. 
Keep the rewinder away from dust and dirt, 
and wipe it with a damp cioth occasionaily to 
keep it iooking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the rewinder’s in- 
ternai oomponents can cause a maifunction 
and might invaiidate its warranty, if your re- 
winder is not performing as it shouid, take it to 
your iocai RadioShack store for assistance.
